(Currently Amended) A vital sign display device for displaying a vital 
sign, comprising: 

means for obtaining a biological signal; 

means for determining whether ajiving body condition represented by the 
biological signal is abnormal or not, which is based on the obtained biological signal; and 

means for displaying a vital sign obtained from the biological signal, that al l ows 
te-djseriffij«ata^i i et h ef4^ condition is abnorm al o r n ot, w hich i-s-based-en-the vital sign 
showing determination results from the determining means, wherein the vital sign is 
arranged in time series that allows to provide history of the vital sign. 

2, (Currently Amended) A computer readable medium having stored thereon 
the-a_computer program for a vital sign display device that displays a vital sign, wherein 
the program is implemented in a computer and capable of causing the computer to 
perform: 

means for obtaining a biological signal; 

means for determining whether ajiving body condition represented by the 
biological signal is abnormal or not, which is based on the obtained biological signal; and 
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means for displaying a vital sign obtained from the biological signal, tha t allow s 
t o dis criminat e whet h er the condition i s abn o rm al o f - n o t , w hi ch is b as e d on the vital sign 
showing determination results from the determining means, wherein the vital sign is 
arranged in time series that allows to provide history of the vital sign. 

3. (Currently Amended) A vital sign display device for displaying a vital 
sign, comprising: 

means for displaying a vital sign, obtained from the-abiological signal or a_signal 
generated from the biological signal, that all o ws to discrim inate whet he r living body 
co n ditio n repr esented by the signal is -abno r m al or no t , wherein the vital sign is arranged 
in time series that allows to provide history of the vital sign. 

4. (Currently Amended) The device according to claim 1, wherein the vital 
sign is displayed so as to follow a circular shape according to the time series of the vital 
sign. 

5. (Currently Amended) A vital sign display device for displaying a vital 
sign, comprising: 

means for obtaining a biological signal; 

means for determining whether ajiving body condition represented by the 
biological signal is abnormal or not, which is based on the obtained biological signal; and 

means for displaying a vital sign obtained from the biological signal, that allows 
to dis c riminate whe t her t he condition 4s abnor m al or no t, which is based on the vital sign 
showing determination results from the determining means, wherein the display is 
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executed by moving a display object in the direction to draw a circular shape according to 
time series of the vital sign. 

6. (Currently Amended) The device according to claim 1, further comprising 
means for selecting display styles, wherein the display style sele cti ng me ans d eterm in e s 
enti re display p eeed-eefFespe nds to display area fe f-fee- vi t al sign by correlattft^wth 
m easurement perio d of th e v i tal si gn , an entire display period corresponds to a scheduled 
measurement period. 

7. (Currently Amended) The device according to claim 1, further comprising 
means for displaying an item name of vital sign, wherein the vital sign item name 
displaying means displays the item name by relating the item name to the displayed vital 
sign. 

8. (Currently Amended) The device according to claim 1, wherein the-a 
display style of vital sign is changed to another style when the abnormal condition occurs. 

9. (Currently Amended) The device according to claim 1, wherein the vital 
sign co m prises at least an item is at least one of VPC (ventricular premature contraction), 
HR (heart rate), QT interval, ef- and SpQ2 value (oxygen saturation in blood). 

10. (Currently Amended) In a A vital sign display device , a method for 
displaying a vital sign, a central p r o ce ssing unit (C P U) of the vital sign display device is 
to execute the pro c e d ures o f : comprising: 
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obtaining a biological signal; 

determining whether ajiving body condition represented by the biological signal 
is abnormal or not, which is based on the obtained biological signal; and 

instructing to display a vital sign obtained from the biological signal, that all ows 
t o discriminate whether t he c onditio n is abnormal or n o t , wh i ch is based on the vital sign 
showing determination results, wherein the vital sign is arranged in time series that attews 
te provide illustrates a history of the vital sign. 

1 1 . (Currently Amended) In A vital sign display device , a method for 
displaying a vital sign, a c en tr al processing unit (CPU) o f t he v it al sign display device is 
to execute the procedures o f comprising : 

instructing to display a vital sign, obtained from a biological signal or a signal 
generated from the biological signal, that-atie w s t o dis cr imina t e w h^the^ wtg b ody 
conditio n - represented by the -s i gnal is ab n ormal or no t , wherein the vital sign is arranged 
in time series that allows to provide illustrates a history of the vital sign. 

12. (Currently Amended) InA vital sign display device , a method for 
displaying a vital sign, a-eente d p rocessing unit (CPU) of the v ital sign display de v ice is 
t o exccute-fche-proc e d u r c s o fcomprising : 

obtaining a biological signal; 

determining whether ajiving body condition represented by the biological signal 
is abnormal or not, which is based on the obtained biological signal; and 

instructing to display a vital sign obtained from the biological signal, that allows 
t o di s crimin ate wh e ther t he condition is abnormal or n o t , w hich is base d on the vital sign 
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showing determination results, wherein the display is executed by moving a display 
object in the direction of following a circular shape according to time series of the vital 
sign. 

13. (Currently Amended) A vital sign displayed object representing a vital 
sign, wherein the vital sign displayed object represents a vital sign obtained from a 
biological signal, that allow s to di scriminate whcther -tiving bod y condit io n r ep r e sented 
by the bio lo gica l si gnal is abnorm al or not, wherein the vital sign is arranged in time 
series that a Hows t o p rovide illustrates a history of the vital sign. 

14. (Currently Amended) A method for displaying a vital sign comprising the 
steps of: 

obtaining a biological signal; 

determining whether ajiving body condition represented by the biological signal 
is abnormal or not, which is based on the obtained biological signal; and 

displaying a vital sign obtained from the biological signal, t ha t a llows t o 
d is cr imina te w hether t he condition is abnor mal or not, which is based -en the vital sign 
showing determination results, wherein the vital sign is arranged in time series that al l o w s 
to provide illustrates a history of the vital sign. 

15. (Currently Amended) A method for displaying a vital sign comprising the 
steps of: 

obtaining a biological signal; 
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determining whether living body condition represented by the biological signal is 
abnormal or not, which is based on the obtained biological signal; and 

displaying a vital sign obtained from the biological signal, that all ows to 
discriminate -wh e ther t he condition is abnormal or not, which is based on the vital sign 
showing determination results from the determining means, wherein the display is 
executed by moving a display object in the direction of following a circular shape 
according to time series of the vital sign. 

16. (New) A vital sign display device comprising: 

a communication interface adapted to receive a biological signal; 

a processor adapted to determine, based on the obtained biological signal, whether 
a body condition represented by the biological signal is abnormal; and 

a display system adapted to display in a historical time series a status of the vital 
sign based on the biological signal, the vital sign indicating whether the condition is 
abnormal. 

17. (New) A graphical user interface adapted to display at least one vital sign 
object, wherein the vital sign object represents a vital sign obtained from a biological 
signal, the vital sign object indicates whether a body condition represented by the 
biological signal is abnormal, and is arranged in a historical time series. 

18. (New) The interface of claim 17, wherein the object is round and includes 
vital sign name information as well as current and historical vital sign information. 
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
